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The  Out-Patient  Building 
described  on  this  page  is  in 
construction  and  by  the  archi- 
tect's drawing  will  be  com- 
pleted about  July  1,  1946. 
The  total  cost  of  the  building 
and  equipment  will  be  one 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 
It  will  be  a  teaching  facility 
for  the  Nursing  School  and 
the  Bowman  Gray  School  of 
Medicine.  The  building  is 
planned  to  accommodate  40,- 
000  ambulatory  patients  a 
year.  This  building  will  make 
possible  a  great  amount  of 
service  to  the  people  in  this 
state  and  the  surrounding 
^,  states.  It  will  be  possible  for 

most   patients   to   come   here 
and   receive  complete  exami- 
nations  and   suggested   treat- 
ment without  coming  into  the 
hospital    as    bed    patients.    In 
those  cases  where  it  is  necessary  for  the  patient  to  be  hospitalized,  arrangements  can  be  made  through  the 
Director  of  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  to  have  the  patient  admitted  to  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Fees  for  examina- 
tions will   range  from  nothing  to  whatever  the  patient  can  pay  for  the  service  rendered. 

When  completed  the  building  will  have  forty-seven  examining  rooms,  conference  rooms  on  each 
flooi  for  teaching  purposes,  a  physiotherapy  department  unsurpassed  in  the  South,  a  brace  shop  where  we 
may  make  our  own  braces,  a  dental  clinic,  a  nose  and  throat  clinic,  an  eye  clinic,  and  space  for  medicine, 
surgery  and  the  other  specialties.  In  addition,  there  will  be  laboratories  and  special  services  such  as 
electro-cardiogram  and  basal  metabolism  tests  given  in  this  building. 

The  addition  of  this  building  and  the  subsequent  services  to  be  rendered  through  the  use  of  it  is 
considered  a  most  important  step  in  the  Baptist  program  to  aid  the  sick.

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RECORD  ROOM 

This  is  located  on  tlie  first  floor  of  the  hospital  and 
is  supervised  by  Miss  Ruth  Martin.  With  the  assist- 
ance of  numerous  secretaries,  she  types  and  binds  all 
records  on  hospital  and  out  patients  and  files  them  for 
permanent  reference.  The  Record  Rooms  standards 
meet  the  most  rigid  requirements  of  the  American 
Medical  Association.  Dictaphones  are  supplied  so  that 
the  doctors  may  leave  very  complete  notes  on  all 
patients  in  a  short  time. 


DIETETICS 

With  the  direction  of  Miss  Rosina  Vance,  the  dieti- 
tians prepare  and  serve  all  meals  to  the  patients,  nurses 
and  doctors.  Besides  the  regular  house  diets,  they  also 
serve  any  special  diet  that  may  be  necessary  for  a 
particular  patient  and  give  consultation  on  special 
feeding  problems.  It  is  because  of  the  work  of  this 
group  that  an  adequate  and  efficient  dietary  routine 
can  be  served  in  this  hospital. 


PHARMACY 

The  department  of  pharmacy  is  headed  by  Mr.  E.  W. 
Rollins  who  organized  it  in  1942.  With  the  assistance 
of  Miss  Virginia  Caudle,  all  the  pharmacy's  own 
compounding  is  done.  It  now  occupies  a  large  room 
on  the  first  floor  of  the  hospital,  but  plans  for  the 
new  wing  of  the  hospital  include  rooms  for  the  ex- 
pansion of  the  pharmacy. 


CLINICAL  ENDOCRINOLOGY 

The  laboratory  of  clinical  endocrinology  was  establish- 
ed for  the  more  specialized  biologic  tests.  Here,  also, 
research  is  done  of  various  special  problems  of  inter- 
departmental interest.  The  work  is  now  being  done 
by  Dr.  Richard  Myers  with  the  technical  assistance 
of  Miss  Carolyn  Stout. 


CLINICAL  PATHOLOGY 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  R.  P.  Morehead  and  Dr. 
W.  C.  Thomas,  this  department  conducts  an  exten- 
sive program  doing  work  for  more  than  thirty  hos- 
pitals and  many  private  physicians.  They  also  conduct 
the  routine  classes  in  Histology,  Pathology  and  Clinical 
Pathological  Conferences.  Student  attendance  at  au- 
topsies is  required  and  students  are  given  opportunity 
to  study  all  surgical  specimens. 


ANESTHESIA 

This  department  is  conducted  by  Dr.  R.  L.  Wall, 
Chief  of  the  Anesthesia  Department  and  assisting  him 
are  Lillian  Stansfield  and  Marie  Long,  Registered 
Nurse  Anesthetists.  A  one  year  course  is  taught  allow- 
ing four  graduate  nurses  as  students.  In  addition  they 
give  formal  lectures  to  the  medical  students  in  the 
course  in  anesthesia  and  during  the  Surgery  Quarter, 
two  senior  students  are  on  duty  in  the  operating  room 
at  all  times. 


CLINICAL  BACTERIOLOGY 

Dr.  E.  S.  King,  Professor  of  Bacteriology,  is  director 
of  the  bacteriological  laboratories.  Routine  work  con- 
sisting of  cultural  and  serological  diagnosis  comprises 
the  largest  portion  of  the  hospital  work.  In  addition, 
research  work  is  being  done  in  problems  common  to 
all  the  subdivisions  of  medicine.  Bacteriological  equip- 
ment and  consultation  are  available  to  each  student 
in  his  problems  on  the  ward. 


CHEMISTRY  AND  TOXICOLOGY 

The  Clinical  Chemistry  Laboratory  does  thousands  of 
determinations  for  the  hospital  each  month  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  William  Wolff.  They  also  perform 
toxicologic  work  for  civil  authorities,  and  cafry  on  a 
research  program  on  problems  involving  clinical 
chemistry. 


RADIOLOGY 

The  department  of  Radiology  consists  of  fourteen 
rooms  situated  on  tlie  fiftli  floor  of  the  hospital, 
completely  equipped  with  the  most  modern  radio- 
graphic and  therapy  machines.  Dr.  J.  P.  Rousseau, 
Professor  of  Radiology,  is  director  of  the  depart- 
ment which  trains  three  house  officers  in  radiological 
examination  and  treatment  and  three  student  techni- 
cians. With  the  cooperation  of  these  personnel  as  well 
as  other  trained  technicians,  diagnostic  examinations 
and  treatments  are  done  for  the  entire  hospital  and 
out-patient   department. 


OPERATING  ROOMS 

This  department  consists  of  ten  rooms  located  on  the 
fifth  floor  of  the  hospital  and  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Lucia  Shirley,  Supervisor,  and  Miss  Anne  Cas- 
stevens.  Assistant  Supervisor.  On  duty  at  all  times  are 
four  graduate  nurses  and  eight  student  nurses  and 
"Steve"  as  chief  of  the  orderlies.  Here  all  the  major 
thoracic,  abdominal,  orthopedic,  urological,  gynecolo- 
gical, and  neurosurgical  surgery  is  done. 


LIBRARY 

The  Medical  Library  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
Medical  School  and  contains  collections  in  the  field  of 
medicine,  surgery,  dentistry,  pharmacy,  nursing,  and 
the  related  sciences.  More  than  275  current  periodicals, 
both  domestic  and  foreign,  and  more  than  175  bound 
sets  of  journals  are  available  for  reference  at  all  times. 
Miss  Nell  Benton  is  director  and  Mrs.  Richard  Hardin 
assistant.  Students  are  on  duty  in  the  library  at  night 
and  on  week-ends. 


CLINICAL  MICROSCOPY 

Situated  on  the  second  floor  of  the  medical  building, 
this  department  has  graduate  and  student  technicians 
who  perform  more  than  100,000  examinations  per 
year.  These  examinations  include  the  morphological 
studies  on  the  blood  of  all  patients.  Here  also,  uri- 
nalyses are  performed  and  spinal  fluid,  gastric  contents, 
and  stools  are  studied. 


BLOOD  BANK 

In  July,  1941,  the  Blood  Bank  was  organized  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Surgery  for  the 
use  of  the  entire  community.  The  volume  of  blood 
used  is  the  largest  volume  of  any  civilian  blood  bank 
in  the  state.  The  reaction  rate  has  fallen  to  2.4  per  cent, 
making  it  among  the  lowest  and  safest  in  the  nation. 
The  department  is  managed  efficiently  by  Miss  Mary 
Lou  Moore.  Technician,  who  is  assisted  by  a  senior 
medical  student  and  a  student  technician. 


ELECTROCARDIOGRAPHY 

The  Heart  Station  of  the  Medical  School  and  Hospital 
was  established  in  1941  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
R.  L.  McMillan.  It  has  facilities  providing  for  elec- 
trocardiograms, arterial  and  venous  pulse  tracings, 
graphic  registration  of  heart  murmurs  and  sounds, 
and  effects  of  exercising.  Permanent  records  of  all 
tracings  done  are  kept  and  used  in  the  research 
problems   involving   cardiography. 


EMERGENCY  OPERATING  ROOM 

Located  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  hospital,  the  emer- 
gency operating  room  is  the  only  one  in  the  City  of 
Winston-Salem.  Registered  nurses  are  on  duty  until 
midnight,  after  which  time  they  are  called  as  necessary. 
Patients  are  seen  here  by  the  house  officers  who  admit 
them  to  the  appropriate  service  for  diagnosis  and 
treatment.  Two  students  on  senior  surgery  act  as 
assistants  and  perform  any  emergency  laboratory  work 
that  is  necessary. 
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OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 

Under  the  able  directorship  of  Dr.  C.  Nash  Herndon  and  staff,  the  present  Out- 
Patient  Department  has  been  making  an  excellent  record  for  itself  in  spite  of  its  small 
quarters.  In  the  past  year  over  15,000  patients  were  examined  and  treated.  The  future 
outlook  for  this  department  is  a  bright  one,  for  the  opening  of  the  new  building  will 
provide  the  many  necessities  which  are  now  lacking.

It  is  with  the  utmost  pleasure  that  the  students 
of  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  dedicate 
this  issue  of  Gray  Matter  to  their  friend  and 
teacher,  Howard  Holt  Bradshaw.  To  them  Dr. 
Bradshaw  represents  an  ideal,  a  combination  of 
physician,  educator  and  scientist.  Not  only  do  his 
students  recognize  these  achievements  but  in  addi- 
tion they  appreciate  in  him  one  who  has  retained 
a  concept  of  student  problems  and  is  actively  in- 
terested in  their  welfare. 

Dr.  Bradshaw  was  among  the  first  to  join  the 
new  faculty  and  aided  materially  in  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Wake  Forest  Medical  School  when 
it  began  its  career  as  a  four  year  medical  college. 
His  particular  interest  at  that  time  was  the  develop- 
ment of  modern  and  adequate  hospital  facilities 
for  a  teaching  institution.  To  him  is  due  much 
credit  for  the  professional  organization  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  and  its  Out  Pa- 
tient Department. 

He  was  born  in  Burnsville,  North  Carolina  on 
September  29,  1904.  He  received  his  medical  edu- 
cation at  Jefferson  Medical  College,  being  granted 
his  medical  degree  in  1927.  After  post  graduate 
training  in  the  Jeiferson  and  Presbyterian  Hospi- 
tals in  Philadelphia  he  became  Research  Fellow  in 
Surgery  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital. 
From  1934-1936  he  held  the  appointment  of  In- 
structor in  Anesthesia  at  Harvard  Medical  School. 
Returning    to    Philadelphia    in    1936    he    became 


Instructor  in  Surgery  at  Jefferson  Medical  College. 
In  1941  he  was  selected  as  Professor  and  Director 
of  the  Division  of  Surgery  at  Bowman  Gray  School 
of  Medicine  and  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Hospital. 

Among  the  other  hospital  associations  previously 
held  by  Dr.  Bradshaw  are:  Assistant  Surgeon  to 
Jefferson  Hospital;  Clinical  Assistant  in  Surgery, 
Presbyterian  Hospital ;  Courtesy  Staff,  Bryn  Mawr 
Hospital;  Consulting  Surgeon,  White  Haven  San- 
atorium. At  present,  in  addition  to  his  association 
with  the  Baptist  Hospital,  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Courtesy  Staff  of  the  City  Memorial  Hospital  in 
Winston-Salem  and  on  the  consulting  Staff  of  the 
Forsyth  and  Guilford  County  Hospitals. 

In  addition  to  his  interests  in  clinical  medicine 
Dr.  Bradshaw  has  been  actively  engaged  in  scien- 
tific investigation.  In  the  field  of  research  and 
writing  he  has  contributed  primarily  to  the  physio- 
logical and  clinical  aspects  of  anesthesia  and 
thoracic  surgery. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  following  medical  orga- 
nizations: American  Medical  Association;  North 
Carolina  State  Medical  Association ;  Forsyth  County 
Medical  Society;  American  College  of  Surgeons;

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I  solemnly  promise,  in  the  presence  of  all  these  witnesses,  that  in 
the  spirit  of  the  Great  Physicion  I  will  fulfill  according  to  my  ability  and 
judgment  this  oath  and  this  covenant: 

I  will  hold  in  all  deserved  respect  those  who  have  taught  me  the 
science  and  art  of  medicine  and  will  share  all  that  I  may  learn  here- 
after with  others  of  the  medical  profession. 

I  will  apply  dietetic,  hygienic,  and  therapeutic  measures  for  the 
benefit  of  the  sick  according  to  my  ability  and  judgment;  I  will  do  my 
best  to  keep  them  from  harm  and  injustice. 

I  will  neither  give  a  lethal  dose  to  anybody  if  asked  for  it,  nor  will 
I  make  a  suggestion  to  this  effect.  Similarly,  I  will  not  give  to  a  woman 
an  abortive  remedy,  except  in  accord  with  medical  ethics.  From  any 
base  uses  I  will  guard  my  life  and  my  art. 

I  will  not  undertake  any  medical  or  surgical  procedure  for  which  I 
am  not  trained,  but  will  call  upon  such  men  as  ore  qualified  for  this 
work. 

Into  whatever  houses  I  may  enter,  I  will  go  only  for  the  benefit  of 
the  sick,  remaining  free  of  all  intentional  injustice,  of  all  mischief,  ond 
in  particular  of  all  immoral  conduct. 

What  I  may  see  or  hear  in  the  course  of  the  treatment  or  even  out- 
side of  the  treatment  in  regard  to  the  life  of  men,  which  on  no  account 
should  be  spread  abroad,  I  will  keep  secret. 

I  will  not  knowingly  and  unjustly,  by  speech  or  by  silence,  diminish 
the  trust  reposed  in  another  physician  by  his  patients. 

If  I  fulfill  this  oath  and  do  not  violate  it,  may  it  be  granted  to  me  to 
enjoy  life  and  art,  being  honored  among  men  for  all  time  to  come;  if  I 
transgress  it  and  swear  falsely,  may  the  opposite  of  all  this  be  my  lot.
